ment was influenced by federal legis- 
lation, to take effect in 1994, lifting a 
mandatory retirement age for uni- 
versity employees. 

Jim Gordon, who is vice chair of 
the Committee on Competence and 
Academic Freedom, drafted the 12- 
page document. He said the docu- 
ment has not been released to the 
public because it is awaiting faculty 
review. 

Committee members presented 
the document to the university’s 
deans Thursday. Gordon said most 
of the deans’ suggestions were re- 
garding minor procedural and lan- 
guage changes. 

Gordon said he drafted the latest 
document because BYU needed 
more detailed guidelines regarding 
termination. “No one is trying to 
drive senior faculty out, but univer- 
sities across the country are having 
to take a closer look at faculty com- 
petence in light of the new law.” 

Gordon said present policies gov- 
erning the university’s continuing 
status for faculty provide for termi- 
nation on grounds of incompetence. 

“The notion of tenure is that a fac- 


tablishes those procedures.” 

Gordon’s proposal provides for 
two faculty peer review commit- 
tees of five members each who 
would facilitate a fair forum for 
hearing complaints. The faculty 
would select one ad-hoc hearing 
committee to review situations as 
the need arises. The second com- 
mittee would be a standing com- 
mittee to hear appeals. 

Gordon said while “the univer- 
sity has an obligation to protect the 
quality of teaching and scholarly 
and creative work,” it also has the 
obligation to protect faculty from 
unfair criticism and create an av- 
enue for voicing complaints, 

The university’s board of 
trustees, made up of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints’ 
First Presidency, seven members 
of the Quorum of the Twelve Apos- 
tles, the Presiding Bishop and the 
general presidents of the Relief So- 
ciety and Young Women’s organi- 
zations, has approved the concept 
of the faculty peer review commit- 
tees as well as other portions of 
Gordon’s draft. 


Grads find few jobs; 
some return to school

Getting a job after graduation is 
not as easy as it used to be. 

Students in almost every major are 
feeling the crunch from the recession 
as fewer recruiters, interviews and 
jobs are available. 

Wayne Hansen, managing director 
of Placement and Employment Ser- 
vices for BYU, said although the past 
three years have been a slow job mar- 
ket for graduates, last year was much 
worse than the year before. Hansen 
said this year does not look any easier 
for graduates trying to find jobs. 

“Several years ago, a college de- 
gree almost guar- 
anteed you a good “‘Not only is th 
job.

Nancy Newman, 23, from Provo, 
graduated in April with a degree in 
English. Newman said the job search 
is much harder than she thought it 
would be. “I thought I wanted to go 
to graduate school, but now I’ve de- 
cided I want to get a job. I realize 
now that in order to get a job, you 
need to have tangible skills and begin 
networking as soon as possible,” she 
said. 

“Tf I find a good job, I’d like to 
work, but if I don’t, P’ll just work 
somewhere for a year to save money, 
and then go to graduate school,” 
Newman said. 

Hansen said networking is the key 
to finding a job. “There is a hidden 
job market out there and students 
need to ask relatives, faculty mem- 
bers and alumni for help. Students 
need to utilize every resource avail- 
able,” Hansen said. 

Many students say they are turn- 
ing to graduate schools to increase 
their marketability because jobs for 
undergraduates are so scarce. 

Across the nation many graduate 
programs are reporting increases in 
applicants this year. According to a 
recent article in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, increases in graduate school ap- 
plications are being reported by 
Tufts University, University of 
Southern California and California 
State University. 

Sean McDevitt, 25, from Bingham- 
ton, N.Y., graduated in April with a 
psychology degree. “Graduate school 
is the only alternative because with a 
four-year degree in psychology there 


students a job any- 
more. “Students knew it was going to 
be a bad year for finding jobs, so most 
of them hustled and used the network 
in the Church and with alumni to find 
jobs,” Bullock said. 

Bullock said at graduation 76 per- 
cent of MBA graduates had jobs. This 
figure is down slightly from the year 
before when 80 percent of MBA grad- 
uates had secured a job by gradua- 
tion. 

“Students are taking jobs with 
lower salaries in fields that were not 
their first choice because jobs are so 
scarce,” Bullock said. 

Although students say they are re- 
turning to school because of the lack 
of jobs, and national averages seem to 
support this, BYU’s graduate pro- 
grams report only a slight increase 
in graduate school applications. 

Claire DeWitt, academic adviser to 
Graduate Studies, said BY U received 
105 more applications for 1992 gradu- 
ate programs than 1991, up from 
2,680 applications in 1991 to 2,785 ap- 
plications in 1992. From 1990 to 1991, 
there was an increase of only 36 appli- 
cations. “I’m not sure how significant 
this increase is compared to the actual 
number of applicants though,” De- 
Witt said. 

Lola Wilcock, director of admis- 
sions at the J. Reuben Clark Law 
School, said the number of applicants 
have stayed pretty much the same. 
“Some areas are experiencing a small 
increase in applications but most are 
holding steady or even at a slight de- 
cline,” Wilcock said. 

Wilcock also said this was the first 
year the new LSAT was used and 
many may have waited to see what it 
was going to be like before taking it. 
“Another year may tell more,” she 
said.

The 6-3 decision said an extradition treaty between the United States and = y 
Mexico does not specifically bar such abductions. . 

U.S. officials thus are free to prosecute a Mexican doctor in the highly © 
publicized torture killings of a U.S. drug agent and the agent’s pilot, the court 
said. 

The court refused to order Dr. Humberto Alvarez-Machain returned to 
Mexico, despite that nation’s repeated protests over his kidnapping. 

Alvarez-Machain was charged with using his medical skills to keep Enrique 
Camarena alive while the Drug Enforcement Administration agent was tor- 
tured and interrogated in Mexico in 1985.

Quebec may foil SLC’s 2002 Olympic bid 


SALT LAKE CITY W— Organizers of Salt Lake City’s bid for the 2002 
Olympic Winter Games say Quebec’s entry in the competition could put Utah’s 
capital city at a disadvantage. 

Salt Lake City lost its bid for the 1998 games last summer to Nagano, Japan. 
The International Olympic Committee will choose the 2002 host during a 1995 
meeting in Budapest. 

Tom Welch, president of the Utah bid committee, said he worries that 
Quebec’s candidacy might split the North American IOC vote. 

Members of the IOC traditionally have divided votes among candidates in 
early voting rounds in a show of respect and support for bidders, but that can 
hurt the candidates, he said. 

For example, Salt Lake City was nearly dropped in the first round of voting 
last June after a tie vote with Aosta, Italy. In the end, Salt Lake placed second 
to Nagano. 

Quebec’s organizers, who still must win the honor.to be a candidate from the 

- Canadian Olympic Association, believe 2002 is the right time for the Olympics 
a ue to North America — six years after the Summer Olympics in 
tlanta. 

Quebec, like Salt Lake City, would house athletes at a university and would 
use nearby ski resorts.

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Democrats 
find each 
vote counts 
at convention

Most political activists at BYU 
are still waiting for the Republican 
Party Convention June 27 to find 
out their state primary candidates, 
but for the Democratic minority 
the big event of the summer hap- 
pened Saturday. 

The Democratic Party gathered 
at Cottonwood High School in Salt 
Lake City Saturday for its state 
convention, and a handful of BYU 
students and faculty members at- 
tended as delegates. 

C. Garn Coombs, chair of BY U’s 
department of secondary educa- 
tion, said he has served as a Demo- 
cratic state delegate for many 
years. 

“You can really see the diversity 
in the Democratic Party when you 
see people debating at the conven- 
tion,” he said. 

Coombs said a delegate can make 
an impact by casting his own vote 
and by influencing other delegates 
who are still uncommitted. 

“This year, when you have nu- 
merous people running for offices, 
a delegate becomes crucial,” he 
said. 

Delegates at the convention de- 
termined which state candidates 
the rest of the party would or 
would not see in the Democratic 
primary in September. 

Candidates receiving more than 
70 percent delegate support will 
bypass the primary as the party’s 
automatic nominees; in other 
cases, the top two candidates in 
each race will advance to primary 
duels. 

Senatorial candidate Wayne 
Owens hoped to reach the 70 per- 
cent mark but fell short by a frac- 
tion of a percent and must now face 
intraparty rival Doug Anderson. 
After’ a recount Owens had only 
69.665 percent of the delegate 
vote. 

Robbin Wagge, Owens’ cam- 
paign press secretary, said before 
the convention the race would be 
close. 

“Tf he gets the 70 percent,” she 
said, “he would have the whole 
summer not to have to battle an- 
other Democrat.” 

Anderson’s office said they knew 
the convention would be their 
biggest hurdle because Anderson 
had a little-known name, and the 
convention did not give him much 
time to make himself known. 

Tom Stockman, Anderson’s 
press secretary, said Anderson’s 
advancement. will help the Demo- 
cratic Party even though it means 
the party must battle further 
among itself to find a nominee. 

“We've always thought that a 
primary is empowering to the 
Democratic Party,” Stockman 
said. “The message of each candi- 
date gets tested and becomes 
stronger because of the competi- 
tion.” 

In other races, Karen Sheppard 
dominated the voting for the 2nd 
U.S. Congressional District with 
84 percent support. 

Bill Orton officially received the 
nomination for the 3rd U.S. Con- 
gressional District by acclamation, 
and Ror colt won the nomination 
for the Ist U.S. Congressional Dis- 
trict with 81 percent support. 

Pat Shea received the most votes 
in the governor’s race but not 
enough for nomination. He won 52 
percent and will run against Stew- 
art Hanson, who won 47 percent, in 
the primary.
